CRIME IN KENTUCKY AND MASSACHU- 
SETTS. 

A short time ago, in commenting upon the 
statistics of murder in Kentucky, as shiwn 
by the Maysville Republican, which, under a 
death's head and cross-bones, publishes every 
death from violence, whether in affray, self- 
defense, or cold blood, as a murder, and du- 
plicates th-m whenever a reward is offered 
by the Govern r for the offender, we 
claimed that the record of Kentucky 
would compare favorably with any other 
State in this respect, in this connection we 
cited Massachusetts, and especially the dis- 
trict represented by lien. Butler, but did not 
then have at hand the statistics to exhibit. 
The following extract from a speech delivered 
by lion. R. T. W. Duke, of Virginia, 
in Congress Apvil 3J, 1871, bears us 
out in our statement in regard to the relative 
amount of crime in the two States. How 
many ol the 383 cases of felonious assault 
against the person involved death we have no 
means of knowing, but since in one county 
alone there are credited seven murders, it is 
reasonable to suppose that, with neatly 7000 
offenses not felonious against the person, the 
deaths from violence exceed the number made 
out by the Mavsvillo Republican even under 
its syst. m of double entry. Those who lake 
pleasure in defaming Kentucky for lawless- 
ness and crime, and point with pride to New 
England as tho model of righteousness and 
peace, will find useful reading in the facts 
thus furnished by Mr. Duke : 

Now, sir, let us turn to Massachusetts, two 
of whose Representatives at least seem so 

anxious to suppress "Southern outrages/' I 
quote now from ''Public Document, Massachu- 
setts, 1869," which any gentleman can Hud in 
the library. I find lor the year ending 
September 30, 1869, the following list of 
offenses : 

Offenses against the person, felonious 

Offenses f gainst the person, not felo- 
nious. 

Offenses against properly 

Offenses against the tuirency and crim- 
inal frauds

in yonder rotunda; for were you to do so 
Elder Brewster would shut his Bible in despair 
and the spirit of old Miles Standish might 
stalk forth from the canvass, iword in hand, 
and inflict on his degenerate descendants a 
vengeance more suininuiy than he . ver 
inflicted upon the aburigtaees of Massa- 
chusetts. 

The next item is '-offenses against chastity, 
morality, and decency, ' 20,373; then we have 
olli nses ag.iinst public policy, 4,5*21; and lastly, 

other offenses, 4.^55, mnking iu all the enor- 
mous sum of .42,948 in one year. I will now 
give the statistics irotn ihe district of the iren- 
iteiban tr im Massachusetts [Mr. Butlei], who 
is nlllicted with "the honors'' in regard' 
to the Boulh, and 1 find Ihe following 
lists :

DEATH OF MRS. VA Li-ANDIGHAM.

In our telegraphic columns to-day will he 
found the announcement of the death of Mis. 
0. L. Vallandigbam, widow of the eminent 
Ohio statesman, nn account of whose sudden 
and tragic end it became our sad duty to 
chronicle not quite two months ago. Alihough 
not unexpected by those who were familiar 
with the sensitive and delicate organization of 
the woman, and knew in consequence how 
certain it was that her loving and affectionate 
heart would soon succumb to the terrible blow 
of her husband's death, the announcement will 
carry none the less of grief m.d sadness to the 
thousands of her noble husband's admirer: 
throughout the length and breadth of the land 
of his nirih and of his love. At the time of 
Mr. Tallandigham's death ihe writer of this 
received Irotn an old and intimate Iriend of 
Ihe departed statesman and his estimable wile 
Ihe prophecy that the lattir would not for 
many days survive the awlul tidings of her 
husband s fate. The Fulfillment of that pre- 
diction flashed yestcidiy from the mountains 
of Maryland to every quarter of the continent, 
carrying with it sadness and g!ooin to not only 
the many intimate friends ol ihe deceased, but 
to thousands of other loyal hearts who knew 
her only as the bereaved widow of him whose 
b inner, • torn but flying," Hey had followed 
through n.any a holly contested political 
battle -field, and whose sudd, n taking off the V 
had mourned with a sinceritv of sorrow such 
as it is not the por'ion of many of earth's 
children, however gifled or distinguished, to 
create.

Ships of war, cannon, steamers, arms 
every description, ammunition, horses, mules, 
tents, equipments, stores, clothing, supplies, 
and all the vast machinery of war, in all its 
costly and countless forms, were in possession 
of the vnrious branches of the war and navy 
departments when the last gun was tired. 51 
is extremely difficult to form even an approxi- 
mate idea of the value of this property from 
the deceptive manner iu which the public ac- 
counts are kept, and the persistent refusal o 
the Republicans in Congress to permit any in 
vestigation to be made. The departments 
have habitually resisted information on this 
subject, and lor evident reasons, as will be 
shown. The appropriations and the public 
debt permit s'>me basis of calculation, in the 
absence of stricter proof. 

But one thing Is certain, and il is that which 
most concerns the American people who have 
had to bear the cost of the civil war; nil this 
property has disappeared, and no returns can 
be lound fur il on the books of the Treasury ! 
It is estimated that over live hundred millions 
of dollars al least have been realized Irom this 
source by 6iiles since lbGa, not a dollar of 
which has been accounted for, so as to relieve 
ihe country or diminish the Indebtedness. 
Not a cent was ever paid into the treasury 
irom these sales. What has become of this 
enormous sum of money ? The question is 
asked with no expectation of nn answer, be- 
cause this administration has remained deaf ti 
every demand, and its whole aim is to stiff, 
inquiry. 

It is pretended, in partial extenuation, thai 
the great sums thus received liom these sour- 
ces have been expended by the war and navj 
departments. Hut liov expended? Congress 
appropriates annually, upon estimates furnish- 
ed by Ihese departments, all the money re- 
quired lor the public service, and often largely 
beyond their real wants. So that, if this ex- 
planation be. true, the army and uavy have 
not only spent the regular appropriations, 
which were legally presumed to be sufficient, 
but have squandered live hundred or more 
millions besides, without nuiLority of law. 
That is to s.iy, Whenever funds v, ere needed for 
any particular purpose, or for currying out 
an) expensive experiment — Snch, for instance, 
as Admiral Porter inaugurated two years ago — 
and there was no appropriation, the depart 
incut sold ships or arms, and used the inonei 
Ironi the sale tor this extravagance. 

And while this ftaudulent system was going 
on year after year, these departments were 
effecting to live v\ tlbin Ihe means voted by Con- 
gress, and practicing a flagrant deception on 
Ihe country. They not only squandered all 
ihe regubv appropriations, but have consumed 
the whole of ihe immense resources besides, 
which had accumulated during four years ol 
war, and which had cost the nation two thou- 
sand millions ot dollars. No hum in bein^ can 
Uel I how this money was applied, who Was en- 
riched by it, or to what corrupt and partisan 
uses it has been directed. There is nothing to 
sbo"-v l..r these hundreds of millions, and no 
books to prove how ll.cy were used.

THE RESULT IN KENTUCKY. 

The Radical journals boasted too soon over 
the result of the Kentucky election. Because 
there was a fnlling-off Of the Democratic vote 
in Louisville, the point first heard from, they 
Haltered themselves that the magnificent Dem- 
ocratic majority of former years had been near- 
ly wiped out. The Tribune was willing to 
concede to Governor Leslie but 20,000 major- 
ity, and disingenuously compared that with 
the majority given for Governor Stevenson in 
1868, two years before the negroes voted lor 
the first time in the State. Later returns 
bring the Trimine and Ihe rest of the braggarts 
togriet. They show that Leslie has received 
a larger vote for Governor than Stevenson re- 
ceived in 1868, and his was the largest ever 
before cast for any candidate lor office in Ken- 
tucky, in thirty-nine counties, which com- 
prise a little less than a third of the State, 
Leslie gains on Stevenson 2,154 votes. If the 
same ratio holds out iu the rest of the State, 
Leslie will have gained over 6,000 votis. The 
total vole for Slevenson was 115,889. The 
total vote for Leslie should be over 120,000. 
Our despatches estimate his majority over Har- 
lan (Radical) at 50,000. This would leave 
Harlan a total vole of 70,000. the larger part 
of which comes from the regroes, who did not 
exercise the right of Suffrage until last year, 
and who this year enme out lor the first time 
in full strength. Taking the last census ns a 
basis, the negro vote in Kentucky must be 
nearly if not quite 45,000. Harlan has there- 
fore received but 25,000 whin- votes — a heavy 
falling-off from the vote of Uaker (Radical), 
who in 1868 received 39.566 white votes for 
Governor. In other words, while the blacks 
have swollen the Radical aggregate in Ken. 
tticky 45,000 votes, 14,566 white men have 
abandoned the party in disguat and gone over 
to the Democracy. If the Radical organs can 
get any comfort out of this they nre welcome. 
If the late election shows anything at all, it 
shows that in the Presidential eleclion next 
year, when every vote will be called out, the 
Democratic candidate will receive the old-time 
majority of 70,000 to 80,000 m .yi'/Vol the black 
recruits for Radicalism.

(From Cultinan's Rural World ) 
ESSAY ON GRAPE GROWING. 

(Read before, the Agricultural College of Mo., bij 
8. C. Rogers, of Lallroy. Mo) 

Grauc-grnu lug in Missouri is rapidly in- 
creasing, and is deslined to become one of I lie 
most important interests of the State. In 
nrn|ie-gro» ring, the first thing to he considered 
is the propagation of the vine. This may he 
done in several ways: some of the most im- 
uorUtnt »re : First, from the seed. This mode 
is r.ot desirable unless the grower vrtlhefl to 
obtain a better variety. In this case take fully 
ripened seed from the best varieties, keep them 
during winter either in the pulp or in ccol, 
raoi*t sand. Prepare Iheground in the (all by 
spading deep and throwing it into beds. The 
soil should be light and rich. In the spring, 
as soon as the ground is in order, thoroughly 
pulverize the surface of the seed-bed and sow 
Ike seed in rows, two feet apart, averaging an 
inch in a row; cover them from one to two 
inches deep, varying with the amount tit 
moisture in the soil. When they come up, 
partially protect them from the sun for the first 
few days. Supply them with smail sticks to 
run upon to keep them out of the dust. Dur- 
ing summer keep the ground well stirred and 
clear of weeds. If any appear weakly or dis- 
eased, pull them up, tor the intention is to raise 
strong and healthy plants. In the fall, if it is 
Dot desirable to set them in the vineyard, they 
should be taken up and heeled in or covered 
in the bed to protect them from frost. These 
plants should beset in the vineyard and culti- 
vated until they have fruited. Then the best 
varieties may be selectee 1 nod propagated from 
cuttings, which is the second aod most impor- 
tant method. 

In propagating from cuttings, select in the 
fall medium sited and well ripened canes ; cut 
them to two or four eyes, t«o eyes the best; 
lie them in bundles from fifty to n hundred 
each, box them in moist sand or sawdust and 
keep litem in a cool moist place. In the spring, 
as soon as the ground will permit, put them 
out in suitable soil which has been thoroughly 
prep ire i for the purpose. S.'t them vertic il 
and cover so that the upper bud will be level 
with the surface of the ground. They should 
be put iu rows three feel apart and averaging 
two inches in a rcw. Cultivate well and in 
Ihe fall treat llitui in thesame manner 113 from 
the seed. This is the best and most common 
way of propagation; but some varieties do not 
^row well this way. Such varieties are gen- 
erally propagated by layering. To layer a vine 
first shorten in iis lastye:irs growth to about 
one-half ; second, prepare the ground by tho- 
roughly pulverizing; then in the spring before 
the buds have opened make a small trench oi|e 
inch deep iu which fasten Ihe vine linnly lo 
the bottom and at ihe s imp lime cover with 
tine pulverized -iirt. The cine generally lakes 
root at ever j joint; Uiey should be supplied 
with smail slicks lo run upou and not allowed 
to grow too high. Iu the tall take them up, 
cut them ap: i t and take care of them in the 
same manner as from cutting?. There nre 
other modes o f propagation which are of great 
important e ; but from the lack of space I can- 
not give a description of them here. 

Alter raising ihe plant, the next thing in or- 
der is lo select a proper location for Ihe vine- 
yard The best locations in Missouri an-, us a 
general thing, along our large water courses. 
The ground should lie to the sun, and if possi 
blc he protected from the cold noHh and west 
winds. The soil should be a dry calcarious 
loam, draining itself readily. If the best nat- 
ural locations cannot be obtained the dclb icncv 
should be made up, as much us possible, arti- 
ficially. Experience is proving that those vast 
areas of rocky lands of south Missouri, which 

have so long been considered as worthless 
wastes, are well adapted lo the growth of the 
grape. After the local ion has been selected 
comes the preparation of the soil. This is of 
great importance — if necessary the ground 
chonhl be cleared of nil trees, rocks, and 
slumps. Stir the ground by plowing ar.d sub- 
.-oilmg lo Ihe depth of cigbteeu lo twenty 
inches — though the subsoil should not be 
throw n lo the surface. 

Alter Ihe ground is prepared, what varieties 
should be planted .' In a large Stale like ours, 
where the soil and climate differ so much, tins 
is a difficult question. While one variety 
would do well another would make an entire 
failure. The safest plan is lo select Ihnss 
varieties which have given the most general 
satisfaction. The following are a lew whiih 
have given satisfaction in Missouri: 1st, Ihe 

Concord; 2i, Prion's Va. ; 3d, Badgers' 
Hybrid No. 1 ; and 4th, the ltel aware ; ail of 
which cannot be too highly recommended, 
Those, with many other varieties, should be 

tried by every gra^ie-growcr. 

PLAITING TBS VINE. 
The vines should he planted in rows from 
six to twelve feet apart — varying witn the va- 

flsty — strong growers requiring aiore space to 

obtain the sun and air ihau s.ow growers. 
Select the best developed plants grown Iron 
cuttings or layers ; lay off the ground w ith a 
line and put a peg wherever a plant is lo be 
set; dig a hole eight or ten inches deep, and 
throw a small quantity of well pulverized soil 
in the bottom ; put in Ibe plant lakiug care to 
spread ihe root-; then till iu among i lie roots 
with well pulveiixed soil and park gently. 
The upper bud should be lett above the surface 
of the ground. The plant may be Set either iu 
the tall or spring; if in the fail a small mui'nd 
of earth should be raised around ihe plant to 
keep away Ihe water and protect it Iroin ihe 
winter. This mound should be removed in the 
spring ns soon as the ground will permit, 
.•spring plaining is the best, other things being 
equal. 

THE rinST VKAIl. 

The first year in the vineyard, cultivate well 
and keep clear ot weeds; in the fall ns soon as 
the leaves bai e dropped commence pruning by 
cutting the vines bark to three eyes; after this 
is done cover them with a small mound of 
enrlh to protect them irom winter. Now 
comes ihe time to decide between training to 
stakes or trellis — boll) methods have been fol- 
lowed with success; but since the vine is 
spread mole lo the action of the sun and air 
on trellis this method is growing into popular 
lavor; besides, in the long run, it is the cheap- 
est. The trellis should be put up in the winter 
preceding the cecond yeai s grow th. It should 
consist of durable posls set Qrmly into ihe 
ground with No. 10 wire stretched from one to 
the other. The first wire should be about 
twenty inches from the ground, the second 
eighteen above ihis, aud the third eighteen 
above tne second. 

THE SECOND YEAR. 
In the spring of the seoond year ns soon as 
the ground is iu order take off the mound of 
earth and cultivate as in the first year. When 
the vines begin lo grow go over thein and rub 
off all the buds but two; always leave the best 
and never allow two canes to grow out from 
the same eye. Some do not rub oil' the third 
bud. but allow it to grow an iucli or so and 
keep it pinched back to a spur for the purpose 
of growing bearing canes in the future. As 
the canes grow up lie them to ihe trellis, and 
when they have grown about four feet high, 
check them by pinching off' the leader; but 
never disturb the laterals, for on these the fruit 
of the next season is to grow. In the (all, 
when it comes time (or pruning, cut back the 
weakest of these two canes to three eyes to 
grow the young canes for the next year; cut 
the other main caue back to twelve or fifteen 
eyes. This will leave fiom lour to eight 
laterals ; cut them back to two or three eyes 
according lo ihcir size. This ends the secoud 
year. 

Till 3D YEAR. 

In the spring of the third year, as soon as 
the ground is in order, plow and hoe Ihe vine- 
yard, and when vegetation starts and Ihe buds 
begin to open, go over the vines and rub off 
one of the buds Irom the spur, leaving the two 
best ; train these ns iu the second year. 

Summer pruning or pinching in ihe bearing 
canes is one of the most important and 
delicate operations to be performed in grape 
culture; and in performing Ibis operation 
the vine-dresser must keep bis eyes open. 
When the young or bearing thoots have grown 



about six inches, pinch them off beyond the 
third bunch. Some pinch off leaving one-half 
beyond the third bunch ; both methods should 
be iried as it is a disputed point. In a short 
time they will send out laterals; these should 
be pinched off' beyond ihe first leaf. These 
pinchings may require the going o^er the 
vines two or three limes. The object lbs sum- 
mer pruning is to concentrate the sn;« as much 
as possible into ihe fruit. In Ihe fell of I ho 
third year prune back lo spurs the in DCS that 
have fruited and treat the two new canes in 
ihe same manner as in the second veir. 

THE FoUKTII YEAR. 

In the fourth year we have two bearing 
canes; one two years old, the other one year 
old, besides a spur pi mined to three eye--. The 
treatment during the spring and summer of 
the fourth year is the same as in ihe third; but 
in the fall the cane that has fruited twice must 
be cut away ; the remaining canes are pruned 
in the sime manner as in the fall of 111-' third 
year. Ever afterwards the treatment is about 
the same ns iu the fourth year. Different 
varieties requite different treatment,' though 
the one given will answer for most varieties 
grown iu Missouri.
